Mrs. Harry Shiver of Hope, has 


been appointed county director of the 
Women's Service Division of the CWA. 
Canning units and sewing rooms will 
be set up here and other places in 
the county. 


Mrs. J. L. Jamison of this city has 


been named supervisor of the sewing 
room here. Mrs. Shiver will conduct 
the canning department. Appointment 
of Mrs. Shiver was 
made by Miss 


Glady Waters, of Little Bock, state 
supervisor of women projects under 
the CWA program. 


Permission has been obtained from 


the city council to use the old Gar- 
land school building to house the 
sewing room and canning unit. The 
projects are expected to continue un- 
til February 15. 


Besides alloting funds to meet the 


weekly payroll, the federal govern- 
ment will furnish all materials to be 
used in the sewing room with excep- 
tion of machines. Persons who can 
donate -these muchitiea axe--urged'to 
get in touch with Mrsl Jamison. 


Contribution of these machines will 


be accepted with the guarantee they 
will be given excellent care. Work 
will be devoted to the making of 
clothing, which will be distributed to 
the needy through relief organiza- 
tions. 


Women will be hired whose fam- 


ilies are in recognized need. Skilled 
and unskilled laborers will be used in 
the canning and sewing units, Mrs. 
Shiver said. Both classes will work 
40 hours per week, receiving 30 cents 
per hour. Mrs. Shiver said she hoped 
to have the projects in operation by 
Thursday of this week. 


Canning units will be set up this 


week in Spring Hill, Fulton, Patmos, 
Blevins, Bingen, Washington and Co- 
lumbus.

. WASHINGTON — (XP) — 


President Roosevelt will con- 
tinue the Civil Works Admin- 
istration until next spring, but 
in his study of the budget he 
has not reached a decision on 
the extent of the public works 
to be proposed for next year. 


Tne president was informed Wed- 


nesday by Federal Relief Adminis- 
trator 'Hopkins that 4 million men 
would be on the Civil Works Admin- 
istration (CWA) payroll by Satur- 
day. 


Funds are available to carry on this 


program until Fe5K«ry 15, and the 
president has decided to ask for an ad- 
ditional 350 million dollars to permit 
tapering off of this work between 
March 1 and May 1, when it will be 
ended. 


In preparation of the budget for the 


new year the president IRd not reach 
the public works item. 


It, was stated emphatically at the 


White House that there is no dispute 
between the president the director of 
the budget, and the Treasury, on the 
question of the budget. 


The monetary policy, meanwhile, 


remained quiet, with the dollar value 
of gold at $34.01, unchanged for the 
llth consecutive day.

Extra Farm "Crop" Mov- 


ing to Market From 


the Hills 


MAMMOTH SPRING, Ark.—(#>)— 


With the arrival of cold weather, the 
rabbit business in the Ozarks again is 
in full swing. 


Beginning in December wild rabbits 


are trapped and shot by farmers and 
boys who sell the rabbits to produce 
dealers and merchants at prices rang- 
ing from 5 to 15 cents, depending upon 
the condition of the rabbit. 


The dealers in turn ship the rab- 


mits to Memphis, New Orleans, St. 
Louis and other large cities where the 
Ozark rabbit is preferred because of 
its firm meat. 


As the rabbits can be shipped only 


during cold weather, the season usual- 
ly ends during the 
later part of, 


February or the early part of March.

Steam; Cut Rates 
to Regain Traffic 


Western Roads Reduce 


Fares for Six Months' 


Experiment 


BUT EAST REFUSES 


Battle in West Is Against 


Private Autos and the 


Air Lines 


CHICAGO—[The railroads 


of more than half the country 
have embarked on a passenger 
rate-cutting program that is 
either proof that they are 
ready to fight for the pas- 
senger traffic they lost to the 
automobile and the airplane, 
or the last convulsions of their 
struggle to retain that traffic. 


All the railroads west of Chicago 


are in on the plan, which is a drastic 
reduction of from 16 to 44 per cent 
from rates tthat have prevailed un- 
altered since the World war. 


Through those 13 years of fluctuat- 


ing prices rates for almost everything 
varied—but not railroad fares. The 
basic rate of 3.6 cents fer mileage, 
established during war-time Federal 
control, has remained the same. Now, 
on all the western roads, you can 
travel in coaches for two cents a mile 
and in Pullmans at 3 cents a mile. In 
addition, the Pullman surcharge has 
been removed, meaning a cut of one- 
third in Pullman fares. 


; 
, 
To Try Experiment 


Here's how it works out on the fojir- 


hundred and, ten mile trip from Chi- 
cago to St. Paul: The basic fare used 
to be 114.27. Now it is $7.93 by coach 
and Pullman $11.89. A Pullman berth 
is $2.50 instead of $3.75. 


This "Noble Experiment" will be in 


effect for six months. Whether it will 
*wu»frib«riL the lost passenger .traffic 
to railroads remains to be seen. Such 
traffic must increase 80 per cent to 
keep revenues even. 


"We have already recovered a con- 


siderable amount of short-haul bus- 
iness," says E. E. Nelson, Passenger 
Traffic Manager of the Northern Pa- 
cific. "It is the private auto, even 
more than the bus, with which we 
now seek to compete. We believe 
that on many comparaticely 
short 


trips, the new rate will prove cheaper 
than gasoline, tires, repairs, possible 
delays, and possible danger of acci- 
dents." 


Not all railway executives were cer- 


tain the new experiment in rate cuts 
would be a good thing. The president 
of one transcontinental railroad, who 
for understandable reasons preferred 
not to be quoted, told me he did not 
believe it possT3!e to re-attract enough 
traffic to justify the reduction. "I be. i 
lieve the railways are simply giving 
up revenue and that the experiment 
will fail," he said. "However, we had 
to make a virtue of necessity, and go 
along when others insisted." 


Eastern Roads Refuse 


The eastern roads refused to follow 


suit, though this rate reduction has 
been agitated for more than a year, 
and although so outstanding a leader 
as President Daniel Willard, of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, 
has 
favored 


such a reduction. Eastern roads have
